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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The latest estimate of the population shows that during the 
first three months of 1907 the total increase was 12,387, or at the rate 
of 3} per cent. per annum—the largest for fifteen years. Of this increase, 


6,275 was due to excess of births, and 6,112 to excess of immigration. 


Lrade.—The imports during May were valued at £3,376,597, which shows 
an increase of £374,159 as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the first five months there was an increase of £2,589,212, 
or 21 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during May amounted to £1,813,612, as compared with £1,266,164 in 
1906. There were increases in most of the principal articles, more 
especially in apparel and soft goods, metal manufactures and machines, 
and tobacco, &e. Imports of gold for coinage also show a considerable 
increase. 

The oversea exports for May amounted to £1,862,384, and show an 
increase of £185,250, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year, For the first five months there was an increase in the oversea 
exports of £2,406,691, or nearly 21 per cent., as compared with last year. 
Practically all the principal articles show increases, several of them large, 
that in wool being very large, and amounting to over two-and-a-half 
million pounds sterling. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports 
of the former during the four months increased by £3,578,485, but the 
latter decreased by £1,171,794. 

Agricultural Production—The preliminary results of the final compilation 
of the crop returns show that the yield of wheat during the 1906-7 
season was 21,817,938 bushels from 1,866,253 acres, equal to 11-7 
bushels per acre. ‘The yield was over a million bushels more than for 
the previous year, but the area shows a decrease of 73,000 acres. The 
area under all crops shows a decline of 14,000 acres. The chief reason 
for the smaller areas under cultivation is that unfavourable weather 
conditions were experienced at the time when ploughing or sowing 
usually takes place ; while in addition, in some districts, increased 
attention was given to dairying to the neglect of wheat-growing. 

Dairying Production.—The dairying industry showed very satisfactory pro- 
gress during 1906. The quantity of butter made was 57,477,000 Ib., 

the largest on record, and an increase of nearly 4} million pounds over 


last year. 
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Stock Returns.—The preliminary stock returns show the number of sheep in 
the State on the 3lst December, 1906, as 44,132,421, an increase of 
4,626,000, or nearly 12 per cent. over the previous year’s figures. The 
number of horses was 537,427, and of cattle 2,549,758, both showing 
increases ; but the number of pigs, 248,370, was less than in the 
previous year. 

Manufacturing Iudustries—The returns relating to employment in manu- 
factories show that the number of hands increased by 5,583, the total 
number employed in 1906 being 77,758, of whom 59,888 were males 
and 17,870 females. The industries in which the largest increases took 
place were those working in iron, building materials, and raw products. 

Gold Production.—The gold yield during May was 46,065 oz. crude, equal to 
39,296 oz. fine, valued at £166,920. The value of the gold produced 
during the five months was £531,737, and showed an increase of 
£22,403, as compared with the corresponding period of 1906. 


Prices.—The general index number for May was the highest for this year, 
and was higher than for May during any of the last six years. The 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,438 ; for metals, 1,577 ; and 
for all articles, 1,404. During the month prices of most articles 
remained practically stationary ; butter, wheat, and flour, however, 
advanced considerably. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during the month was again only light to 


moderate, and except in the coastal districts was below the average.
